Conciliators Fail To Avert Strike 
Of Great Lakes Maritime Union 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15—, 
(Thursday) — (#7) — Government 
conciliation through the night fail- 
ed today to head off a Great Lakes | 
shipping strike by 4,500 members 
of the CIO-National Maritime 


Union. 

Federal conciliators and Assist- 
ent Secretary of Labor John W. 
Gibson worked up to the midnight 
strike deadline in an unsuccessful 
effort to bring about agreement 
between the union and 17 Great 
Lakes carriers The union's ma- 
for demand is for a reduction in 
the work week from 56 to 40 
bours 

While only 1,100 workers were 
involved in the negotiations cov- 
ering 44 vessels of the 17 carriers , 
with whom the union has bargain- 
ing rights, NMU President Joseph 
Curran said there were close to 
5000 members on the lakes who 
would join in the strike. 

Curran arranged almost imme- 
diately to fly to Cleveland to di- 
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rect the strike. He said a commit- 
tee would decide to which ports 
the vessels still on the water 
would return. 

Curran insisted that the unions 
had not authorized the walkout 
of any seamen prior to 12:01 a. m.., 


local port time. He said the union 


had prevailed on seamen from 
four or five vessels in the Cleve- 


land area to return to their posts 


before the strike deadline. They 
had walked off once, he said.

Cyprus, British Bastion. 
To Restrain Homeless Jews 


NEW YORK, Aug. 


14—(#)—Cyprus, where the British Govern- 


ment has set up a detention camp for unauthorized Jewish migrants 
to Palestine, is the third largest island in the Mediterranean and has 


been called the “Sentinel” of Asia 
colony. 

About 100 miles northwest of 
Haifa, chief objective of Palestine- 
bound immigrant ships, Cyprus 
lies due north of the Suez Canal 
and just south of Turkey. It is 
about the size of Puerto Rico, has 
a balmy climate and is distin- 
guished by two parallel mountain 
ranges separated by a broad plain 
that in ancient times supported a 
population of some 2,000,000 peo- 

le. 
. Now the island has only 370,000 
inhabitants, but its strategic im- 
portance at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean is increased by the 
imminent Britishewithdrawal from 
Egypt. Many airfields were built 
in the colony by the British dur- 
ing the war, and the chief port, 
Famagusta, is used as a secondary 
naval base.

MARIETTA — A group of 100 


Cobb County farmers and repre- 
sentatives of agricultural agencies 
yesterday saw a complete dem- 
onstration of farm terracing with 
a tractor on the R. A. Bentley 
farm on the Sandtown Road near 
here. 

The demonstration included all 


phases of terracing from diagram- 


ing the plans to final measure- 
ments and specification tests. 

The field, containing 7.5 acres, 
was laid out prior to the demon- 
stration with only a small part of 
the surveying and lining left for 
the demonstration. 

There were 3,625 feet of ter- 
racing in the field. The entire 
procedure was outlined by E. T. 
Evans, Assistant Agricultural 
Agent in Cobb County.

Although an insufficient number 


of votes was cast to meet the pro- 


visions of a special constitutional 


amendment affecting the issuance 
of bonds in Fulton County only, 
sponsors of the bond 
provisions of the new constitution 
are applicable to Fulton County 
as they are to all other govern- 
mental subdivisions in Georgia, 
and made plans to validate Ful- 
ton’s $20,000,000 share of the joint 
issue.

MacDougall joined Harold 
Sheats, Fulton County Attorney, 
and other legal authorities in con- 
tending that Fulton citizens should 


the same conditions as other gov- 
ernmental subdivisions of Georgia. 


He said the new State Consti- 
tution should control in authoriz- 
ing bonds for Fulton County 
rather than a special constitutional 
amendment which was passed but 
which he said conflicts. with gen- 
eral provisions of the Constitution. 
He also issued a_ statement in 
which he praised the Atlanta 
spirit exhibited by the bond au- 
thorization vote. 


“Atlanta and Fulton County 
should be proud of their progres- 
Sive citizens,” MacDougall said. 
“The people of the area have spok- 
en convincingly. They want a mod- 
ern, progressive metropolitan At- 
lanta and they want to insure At- 
lanta’s place as the Gate City of 
the South. I am proud of our 
citizens and I believe firmly that 
our expansion and prosperity is 
limited only by the faith we have 
in our own future. I wish also 
to thank all those who have work- 
ed so selflessly to make this vic- 
tory possible.” 


Sheats announced that Fulton 
County Commissioners today will 
certify as passed all items receiv- 
ing a majority of the votes cast, 
whether they meet conditions of a 
special constitutional amendment 
applying exclusively to Fulton 
County or not. 


He holds that the new State 
Constitution permitting all other 

overnmental! subdivisions in 

eorgia to validate bonds when 
voted by a simple majority of 
those casting ballots in an election 
for that purpose, is applicable to 
Fulton County. 


Sheats and other Fulton County 
officials contend Fulton should be 
entitled to issue bonds under the 
same conditions which prevail for 
all other subdivisions of the State. 
and are prepared to ask Fulton 
Superior Courts to validate them. 
If necessary, Sheats said he will 
seek a ruling by the Georgia 
Supreme Court. 


The joint bond issue is the out- 
growth of a concerted effort by 
leading citizens and officials of 
metropolitan Atlanta. Many 
months ago, the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of Atlanta and the Fulton Com- 
mission co-operated in establish- 
ing a Citizens Bond Commission 
composed of 30 leaders, who were 
charged with mapping a vast post- 
war improvement program. 

Items contained in yesterday’s 
election were recommended for 
the most part by the citizens’ 
group. Women’s organizations, 
civic groups, Parent-Teacher coun- 
cils, and hundreds of citizens 
joined in the campaign for ratifi- 
cation of the $40,400,000 joint is- 
sue designed to eventually finance 
improvements estimated in excess 
of $100,000,000 for the metropoli- 
tan district. 


Traffic improvement was given 
priority in the program because 
of the anticipated large increase in 
congestion with its attendant slow- 
ing of vehicular movement. 


H. W. Lochner & Company and 
associates recently completed a 
study of traffic with a view of cur- 
ing the area’s traffic ills, and rec- 
ommended a series of depressed 
expressways. These are under 
study along with surface highways 
which have been recommended by 
Raymond W. Torras, Engineer- 
Secretary of the City Planning 
Commission. It is expected that 
the additional. studies now under 
way will evolve a program which 
will meet traffic needs for years 
to come.

Regret 


LaF ollette Loss 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Democratic and Republican Senators alike voiced disap- 
intment and regret Wednesday over Sen. Robert M. La- 
ollette, Jr’s.. Republican primary defeat in Wisconsin as 
politicians tried to appraise the balloting. 
Democratic National Chairman Robert E. Hannegan said 
Friday after a White House visit that LaFollette’s loss 


clinched a Senate victory in the 
November : election for Democrat 
Howard McMurray. 

William C. Murphy, Jr., public 
relations chief of the Republican 
National Committee, countered to 
reporters: 

“If Mr. Hannegan believes what 
he says, he can get a hundred 
bucks of my money awfully easy.” 

LaFollette was whipped in a 
tight race by Circuit Judge Joseph 
R. McCarthy, a veteran who car- 
ried the indorsement of the State 
Republican organization into Tues- 
day's primary. 

In other primaries Tuesday: 

Former soldiers also stopped the 
bids of the Republican Governor 
of Vermont and the Democratic 
Governor of South Carolina for 
nomination for additional terms. 
Another veteran took the scalp 
of a South Carolina representative 
in Congress while the Chairman 
of the State CIO Veterans’ Com- 
mittee unseated a Democratic 
Congressman in Wisconsin. 

Wednesday's only balloting was 
at a State Republican Convention 
in Delaware which picked candi- 
dates for Senate, House and State 
offices. 

EXPRESS ESTEEM 

The comment on the LaFollette 

race from senators still in Wash- 


ington reflected the wide esteem 
with which they regarded their 
Wisconsin colleague. 

Sen. Pepper, Democrat, Florida, | 
gaid he was grieved and that the 
Senate and nation had “lost a 
great public servant.” He added: | 

“It proves the Republicans do 
not want a liberal in the Repub-| 
lican Party and there is no hope 
left for liberals in the party.” | 


Sen. Capper, Republican, Kan- | 
Sas, said he was “deeply ‘disap- | 
pointed,:as I would like to have | 
seen the Republicans nominate 
him. He was a fine senator.” | 

Also “greatly disappointed,” Sen, 
Guffey, Democrat, Pennsylvania, | 
said the Senate and country had | 
lost “one of the finest, construc- 
tive legislative minds in the Sen. | 
ate.” 

Sen. Taylor, Democrat, Idaho, | 
praised LaFollette’s ability and 
said his defeat clarifies issues in 
the coming campaign: 

“The elephant remains the ex- 
clusive property of the large cam- 
Ppaign contributors who keep it so 
fat and sleek and docile.” 

TAFF HAD HAND 


It was to voter dissatisfaction 
with an alignment with the GOP 
and an indorsement from Sen. 
Taft, Republican, Ohio, that Han- 
megan ascribed LaFollette’s lick- 
ing. 

The Senator wore a Progressive 
Party tag for 12 of his 21 years 
in the Senate—where his father 
before him served 19 straight 
years. LaFollette and other Wis- 
consin Progressives voted last 
March to disband the party and 
rejoin the Republicans. 


The State Republican Conven- 
tion refused to back LaFollette, 
although a letter of support from 
Taft was circulated at the meet- 
ing. 

The primary results in Wiscon- 
sin, Hannegan told reporters, indi- 
cate “The thinking people of pro- 
gressive states like Wisconsin” re- 
acted against campaign alignments 
“with reactionary Republicans.” 
He described McMurray, unop- | 
posed in the Democratic primary, | 
as a “true progressive.”

Agricultural Study Bill 
Approved by President 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—(UP)—President Truman Wednesday 
night signed legislation providing for further research into the basic | 


laws and principles of agriculture, 
the marketing and distribution of 

Mr. Truman said in a statement 
that he considered the bill “a ma- 
jor step for the improvement of 
the private agricultural market- 
ing system of our country.” He 
noted that it passed both Houses 
of Congress unanimously and was 
supported by producers, distribu- 
tors and consumers. 


The measure provides for grants 
to states and also gives the Fed- 
eral Government power to ehter 
into contracts with other public 
and private agencies to carry on 
the research. 

Under the law, all types of 
agricultural problems will be 
studied, particularly utilization of 
farm products and the improve. 
ment of marketing services. 

“Our greatest peacetime agri- 
cultural problem is the efficient 
marketing of adequate quantities 
of the right kinds of foods and 
other farm products,” Mr. Truman 
said. “The basic research provided 
for in this bill will help solve the 
problem and will be of great value 
to future generations.” 


HOME ACT OKAYED 


Mr. Truman also approved the 
Farmers’ Home Corporation Act, 
aimed at streamlining the admin- 
istration of the Government’s ag- 
ricultural credit and related activi- 
ties. 

But the President said that bill 
carries one provision “which 
causes me grave concern.” This 
proviso states that any “convey- 
ance of real estate by the Gov- 
ernment or any Government 
agency under this act shall include 
all mineral rights.”

“very important” for the Federal 
Government to maintain owner-

Comments on G. B. S. 


Once in Britain I took a train down to George 

Bernard Shaw’s place to look around. An emi- 

nent magazine editor was with me. We had high 

hopes of seeing the old gentleman, but it didn’t come off. In London 
they had said he was seeing no one during the war. He wasn’t. 

He was one of my heroes in college. I was always sneering at 


Tennyson and quoting Shaw. Many a night I have argued into the 
dawn over one of Shaw's prefaces. 


The other day he was 90 years old. He followed it with a unique 
story of the death of H. G. Wells, concluding most appropriately 
with the words, “What I have said here is only what perhaps no one 
else would have said.” They would not have said it. 


At the time he was 90, Shaw said that man’s natural life span 
should be at least 300 years. This he put down as the minimum 
number of years necessary for a useful life. At 90, he said a man 
was just coming into political understanding and was by no means 


politically mature. 
Books I don’t know if anyone reads Shaw now or not. Many of 
his books and plays are out of print. We see some of his 
plays in movies now and then, all too infrequently. If I had to say 
what movie I would like most of all to see over again I would say, 
without hesitation, “Pygmalion.” My chief vice is reading, and 
so I do not often go to the movies. Yet I went to see “Pygmalion” 
five times. The British actor, Leslie Howard, told me he enjoyed 
playing in that picture more than any other. “Major Barbara” was 
almost as good, though it did not hew as closely to the Shavian line as 
“Pygmalion.” Once, in my college days, I let my enthusiasm for 
Shaw lead me into an experiment with vegetarianism. For a 
month I ate only vegetables and cheeses, with milk and water as 
my only beverage, 

This lasted, I think, one whole Summer, in which I suffered 
often from “that disease known politely as “Summer complaint.” 
I gave it up with cooler weather. I recall the evening I fell from 
grace. I went out to a friend’s country place for dinner. He was 
broiling steaks over charcoal. He had a bowl of “Faucon” salad for 
me. (Roquefort cheese, chopped hard-boiled eggs in a bowl well- 
rubbed with garlic... No dressing.) This I ate. The vegetarian diet 
gave me a mighty appetite for salads which endures, excepting, 
of course, the horrors composed of chopped apples. I sat there 
smelling those steaks and watching them eat them. I got up sud- 
denly, went to his refrigerator and extracted therefrom:a two-inch- 
thick sirloin, put it on the broiler, cooked it and ate it rare. From 
that time on I have eschewed vegetarianism as I would Communism 


or Fascism, But, I stayed with Mr. Shaw. 
Meat You may call a steak or chop merely a burned piece of 
meat carved from a dead animal, you may refer to meat- 
eating as cannibalism with the heroic dish omitted; you may refer 
to my domble lamb chops as bits of scorched corpses. You may 
insist that to eat of anything that crawls, creeps or swims as being 
repulsive. It is not to me, and has not been since that night that 
vegetarian Shaw and I parted company. I have never left Shaw, 
the writer. : 

Also, I gave up milk as a steady beverage, although I had, and 
still have, a great appetite for sweet milk or buttermilk. A doctor 
discovered that for persons with a tendency to be heavy, a constant 
diet of milk and proteins tended to produce cholesterol in the blood 
stream and this is very harmful to the arteries, making them re- 
semble old water pipes with rusty, furry insides. 

There was a Russian who produced a theory of longevity which 
attracted much attention. He was doing well with it until he died 
the other day. 


Reci e Li Ching Yunzz, the Chinese philosopher and poet, lived 
Pp to be 197 years old. He left this formula: 

Keep a quiet heart. 

Sit like a tortoise. 

Walk upright like a pigeon. 

Sleep like a dog. 

This is a bit difficult in these days of modern living when all 
the music is played from the budget sheet and the motto is “hurry, 
hurry,” or ““‘do it now,” almost impossible when our leaders say, 
“There are not enough hours in the day for work.” It is only when 
they come to die, or are dead, that their friends pause for a moment 
after the hearse has started on its journey, to say, “All of us ought 
to live a little easier.’’ Then they hurry off to plunge into the furious 
playing of the modern orchestra, being directed from the libretto 
of the budget and the balance sheets and wait for the next one 
to pop off with busted arteries or what they call a coronary.

Are Jeeps a Menace 
On Public Highways? 


There are a number of special items which 

cause extra severe headaches to our traffic police 

| and all others interested in the safety of streets 

and highways. Which, of course, means about 99 per cent of the 
population. 

For some time one of the worst headaches was the motor scooter. 
You know them. There are lots of them running along the suburban 
streets and highways. 

Lt. Marvin Thomas, of the City Traffic Police, said in a tele- 
phone conversation he thought the chief menace of the motor 
scooter is because young boys and girls, below the age when they 
may legally drive a car, with a driver’s license, manipulate these 
scooters in traffic. 

Then there are the youngsters on bicycles who, in some sec- 
tions, call for constant, special alertness on the part of all motorists. 

Today, however, there is a new danger on the highways. That 
is the jeep. Those little, topless Army vehicles which so many 
civilians are buying, and which we see everywhere. 

There is a reason, too, why jeeps have figured in 25 accidents 
on Atlanta’s streets in the past two months and as many more on 


the highways outside the city. 

: : Lt. Thomas thinks the reason why the jeeps 
Tricky Vehicles are often a highway menace is because of 
the newsreels and otheft motion pictures made during the war 
showing the stunt driving of jeeps by Army men during maneuvers. 

Youngsters, driving jeeps now, he points out, may feel the urge 
to emulate the handling of the military jeeps they have seen in 
such pictures. 

“They forget,” says Lt. Thomas, “those Army drivers shown 
on the screen had been specially trained and had become expert 
at manipulating the little cars. They are tricky vehicles to drive, 
even in normal operation, and no one should try to drive them 
too fast, turn corners too sharply or otherwise take chances. Es- 
pecially not young civilians who have had no previous experience 
driving them.” 

The jeep, he pointed out, has an abnormally short wheelbase. 
While this permits it to turn on an extremely small area, at the 
same time it makes it liable to overturn if whipped around a 
corner too sharply. 

Then, too, it is quite easy for passengers to be thrown entirely 
out of the topless vehicle if it swerves or turns too fast. 

It is now two months since the Army began sale of the sur- 
plus jeeps. Today they are a frequent sight on the streets and 
highways. 

During that two months, however, six deaths have already been 
caused by accidents in which jeeps have figured and at least one 
seriously injured victim still is in critical condition in the hospital. 

Of the six deaths, only one occurred in the city limits, but 
there have been five on the highways. 

As to how many accidents have actually involved jeeps, it is 
impossible to tell, because the official system of reporting traffic 
accidents makes no provision for specifying the type of car. Such 
accidents usually are reported at police headquarters as involving 
“automobile,” “motor truck,” “motor vehicle” or some such gen- 


eralization. 

Learn to Drive There is a definite place for the jeep in motor 
transportation. It has definite advantages for 

special types of usage. Compared to other cars, too, it is low in 

price and thus offers an opportunity for those who cannot meet 

the rising costs of orthodox cars. Which is good. 

But would-be jeep drivers should realize they need special train- 
ing to acquire the peculiarly special ability to jeep driving. For 
jeep driving is in many respects different from driving any other 
vehicle. 

Extra cere in operation, realization of the limitations as well 
as the capacities of the jeep as a vehicle, must be impressed on 
all who drive them. 

Above all, youthful jeep operators must realize the wonder- 
ful stunts they saw performed in pictured Army maneuvers do not 
mean the same stunts can be performed on city streets or open 
highways. 

To do such driving, even under 
specially trained drivers.

Howard Hughes; 
Untold Story 


WASHINGTON—Despite several broken ribs 
and enough internal injuries to kill the average 
man a dozen times over, Howard Hughes, the 

celebrated pilot, is now apparently well on his way to recovery 
from his latest crash. 

He has just left a hospital in California after a laying-in siege 
waiting for his broken bones to mend. 

All of this would seem to indicate that Mr. Hughes has as many 
lives as the traditional cat. He has had enough narrow escapes to 
give him a charmed life. 

One of the narrowest of them all has never been publicized, so 
far as the writer knows. It came during his record-breaking flight 
around the world several years ago, or shortly before the outbreak 
of the war. 

Hughes, flying a special-built Lockheed, had landed at Omsk, 
Russia, on the third or fourth lap of his globe-circling journey. A 
driving rainstorm enveloped the airport about the time of his 
arrival. Originally his plans called for remaining at the field only 
long enough to refuel, but the rain continued in such fury that he 
was held up for more than an hour. 


: Growing impatient at the delay, he finally cast cau- 
Impatient tion aside and gave orders for the takeoff, ignoring 
warnings that he was courting disaster. 

“We know the length of the field and that is enough,” he said 
to members of his crew. 

Taxiing to the end of the field, he stuck the Lockheed’s nose 
into the teeth of the storm and went roaring down the runway. 
Visibility was just about zero minus. Darkness, intensified by the 
storm, was creeping in over the countryside. 

Hughes had depended on the boundary lights of the airport to 
aid him in getting off the ground. The first glimpse of these warning 
lights, found on every modern landing field, was to be the signal 
for him to pull the plane into a climb. 

But he reckoned without a true evaluation of the storm. The 
driving force of the rain, plus the speed of the plane, caused a 
sheet of water to form on the forward window, cutting off all vision. 
Hughes, hurtling at upwards of 100 miles per hour; passed the first 
boundary lights without seeing them, with the: ship still on the 
ground. 

Threatened disaster crowded every second after those warning 
signals were passed. Any moment the plane, loaded with some 2,000 
gallons of highly inflammable gasoline, might crash into a tree, a 
house, fence or ditch lying beyond the level surface of the field. 


Miracle He was saved from certain destruction by what may 

seem to be a miracle of intuition. Hughes did not see 
the boundary lights, but his navigator, standing over his shoulder 
during the takeoff, did. 

The navigator, who related the story to me personally afterward, 
had kept his eyes focused on a side window in the pilot’s control 
room. This was on the lee side of the storm, so that he was able to 
see, whereas Hughes’ vision had been cut off in front. 

When the navigator saw the first boundary lights flicker past 
he acted entirely by intuition, as man does always when confronted 
with sudden danger. In a situation like that you don’t pause to tap 
the pilot on the shoulder and say pardon me but you have just 
passed the boundary lights. -In the first place his voice probably 
could not have been heard above the roar of the motors. 

Acting spontaneously, the navigator let out one long, sustained 
and terrifying scream. 

Hughes somehow caught the meaning of it immediately. Like 
the finished pilot that he is, he pulled the plane into a steep climb— 
just in time to clear treetops and other obstacles that lay in its path. 

A moment later and all would have passed into eternity through 
a roaring furnace. 


‘As the navigator relates the story, the plane was pulled into 
such a vertical climb that it began to stall and slip. Hughes 
then jerked the controls in such violent action that it started down- 
ward on the opposite side. Finally it leveled off “like a drunken 
bird.” 

Hughes has had many narrow escapes. But this was one of the 
closest of them all. If he had crashed that day at Omsk it is incon- 
ceivable that either he or any member of his intrepid crew could 
have survived. 

As it was, thanks to his superb craftsmanship, once the danger 
was made known to him he went on to break the then world record 
for circumnavigation of the globe. 3 

If he does not break his neck the next-time, he probably will 
go on to break other world records in the future. He is that kind 
of a pilot.

The Visitors 
From Basilan 


The Robinsons, Don and Anne, came in the 
other day from Basilan, that lush green island 
which sits just off the tip of Mindanao, between 

the Celebes and the Sulu Seas. They looked much better than they 
did when I left them there about this time last year, for then they 
were just back in their great breeze-swept house on Lamitan plan- 
tation after three years of hiding in the jungles. from the Japs, 
living on wildcat and monkey meat and wild pig prepared Moro 
fashion, which means well-ripened in the sun. Hawk-beaked, barrel- 
chested Don looked like just what he was, an Old World rover and 
soldier of fortune turned copra planter, and Ann was fit again, and 
When I saw her last the memory of her jungle days was 
still upon her. She was jumpy, and so tiny and thin it seemed 
that a good wind from the sea would blow her away; She's O. K. 
now, except a little hard of hearing, a trouble which started when 
she lived so long in the hot damp of the jungles. 

They were making their first visit to the States in 30 years an q. 
naturally, to folks so long away, it was a journey of wonder and 
delight. They. had been all over, from Texas to Connecticut. and 
back through Georgia headed for Texas again, and everything thev 
had seen was marvelous. I never took two people around who got 
more joy out of just seeing things. People’s houses fascinated them, 
and streets, and stores, and automobiles, and buses. It was a 
re-education just to show them around. Then plentitude of food 
was a wonder to them, for though in times of peace on Basilan 
they ate well, of rare and exotic dishes they had learned in travels 
all over the Orient, they had no such on Basilan and the big islands 
during the days of their flight, and they still remember what it was 
to be hungry. Even yet they cannot eat much at once, but find 
themselves craving food in small quantities five or six times a day.

: Seeing them brought back scenes to my mind [ had 
Memories almost forgotten of sleepy Zamboanga, across the 
straits. and of the stilted Moro villages along the river, where 
swaggering piratical men, with their deadly bolos swinging at their 
sides, paddled their sharp-prowed kumpits in that strange way they 
have of swinging the paddle with their feet. And of the crowded 
reeking, colorful market at Lamitan village, where dogs, unheeded, 
tore at the carcasses of carabao and the turbaned Moros squatted, 
spitting their blood-red betel into the dust and grinning with black 
teeth at the Gls as they sold them, at fabulous prices in pesos, 
savage-looking knives made of tin. And the Gls answering this 
swindle with a swindle of their own as they sold sheets and white 
shirts for rubies and misshapen pearls. And the old Chinese silver- 
smiths, who would beat you a ring from a silver dollar and set it 
with black coral, their only charge the privilege of keeping the 
silver that was left over. 

I asked Don if it was all the same and he said it was, except 
the GIs now are a little different. The ones that are there now 
came after the fighting, and the things they want are not the souve- 
nirs the old GIs who had seen the fighting wanted—pear's and 
knives and rubies.

3 cups stale cake crumbs 

3 cups chopped apples 

2 tablespoons butter 

1% teaspoon cinnamon or grated 

rind of % lemon 

2/3 cup sugar 

Mix with chopped apples pared 
and cored, the sugar and the cin- 
namon or grated lemon rind. Oil 
a baking dish, put in a layer of 
the prepared fruit, then one of 
crumbs, and repeat until all of the 
ingredients are used. Dot the but- 
ter over the top layer of crumbs. 
Cover and bake 45 minutes in a 
moderately hot oven—350 to 375 
degrees F. Serve with lemon 
sauce. When cake crumbs are used 
the amount of butter and sugar is 
slightly reduced on account of the 
extra richness.

1 cup stewed prunes 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

Whites of 2 eggs 

Drain the prunes and chop them 
fine, add the sugar and lemon 
juice. Beat the whites of the eggs 
until stiff and dry, fold in the 
prunes, and turn into an oiled 
baking dish. Bake in a slow oven 
—not over 350 degrees F.—twenty 
to thirty-five minutes, according to 
size.

Late Summer and early Fall 
days are ideal for pickling. Then 
it is that odds and ends of the 
Summer garden are accumulating, 
and the wise homemaker realizes 
that a bit of homemade pickle or 
relish is just the thing for adding 
zest to a meal that is simple for 
the sake of economy. Bread and 
butter pickles, juicy gherkins, 
tangy chow-chow, tomato or other 
relishes add a spicy touch and ap- 
petizing interest to all kinds of 
meals, but are practically indis- 
pensable to baked beans, ham- 
burgers, wieners, thrifty stews and 
vegetable dinners. As a matter 
of fact a suitable relish, like the 
right sauce, gives an- immediate 
impression that the housewife 
here has given thought to the 
meal she serves and it seems more 
important merely for that reason. 

Pickle making need make no 
inroads on your diminished sugar 
supply. Pickles may be sweeten- 
ed with syrup or molasses. Brown 
sugar gives a pleasing flavor to 
many pickles, but where brown 
sugar is called for one-half the 
amount may be white sugar and 
one-half dark syrup or mild-flav- 
ored molasses. Mix the white 
sugar and molasses and proceed 
as if*@it were brown sugar. This 
makes a very satisfactory substi- 
tute for brown sugar in almost 
all recipes. 


BREAD AND BUTTER PICKLES 
3 quarts sliced cucumbers 
3 onions, sliced 
1-2 cup salt 
3 cups vinegar 
1 cup water 
3 cups brown sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1-2 teaspoon ginger 
2 tablespoons mustard seed 
1 teaspoon turmeric 
1-2 teaspoon celery seed 
1 pod hot red pepper 
1 piece horseradish 


Mix cucumbers, sliced onions 
and salt. Let stand 5 _ hours. 
Drain. Boil vinegar, water, sugar 
and seasonings 5 minutes. Add 
cucumber and onion and simmer 
10 to 20 minutes. Do not boil. 
Pack into hot, sterilized -jars and 
seal at once. 


BEET PICKLE 

1 gallon small beets 

2 cups sugar 

1 long stick cinnamon 

1 tablespoon allspice 

3 1-2 cups vinegar 

1 1-2 cups water 

Cook beets in skins until tender, 
but not soft. Cool and remove 
skins. Add sugar and spices to 
vinegar and water mixed, and 
simmer 15 minutes. Add beets. 
Boil 5 minutes. Pack beets into 
hot, sterilized jars, cover with 
boiling liquid and process jars in 
hot water bath 5 minutes. Then 
completely seal.
